An attack on the war record of Thomas P. Gore, 
former United States senator, and candidate for the 
dem ocratic nomination this year, m ay enliven the state 
convention of the Am erican Legion.

former senator during the W orld W ar m ay be introduced 
and if rejected by the resolutions com m ittee, brought to 
the floor of the convention. 
The resolution, it w as said, 
was being prepared by a member of the Oklahom a City 
delegation. 
The report w as strengthened by the ap­ 
pearance last night of a poster show ing Gore standing 
on a platform labeled “Sunshine Patroits” and shutting 
out the vision of the sinking Lusitania. 
The placard 
was labelled “Lest W e Forget,’* and it was said it had 
been distributed by members of the Oklahoma City dele­ 
gation. 
Oklahoma is the leading legion state of the South­ 
west and is surpassed by no state in the accom plish­ 
ments of the past year, Cody Fowler, state commander, 
asserted during the presentation of his report at the 
morning session. 
Last year Oklahoma was 26tlp in num­ 
ber of legionnaires; this year it is 12th, showing a gain 
of 2,000 members, Fowler said.

Left Note of Instruction to 
'Be Followed Out for 
His" Burial 


TULSA, July 28.—Benjamin F. 
Rice, noted early day attorney of 
Tulsa, committed suicide sometime 
early 
this 
morning 
by firing a 
bullet into bis right temple while 
standing beside bis father's grave 
in Oaklawn cemetery. 
The body was found shortly be­ 
fore 8 o’clock by E. S. Boswell, 
an employee of the cemetery. The 
body was doubled over the grave of 
the elder Rice. 
Financial troubles are ascribed ae 
the motive for Rice’s suicide. He 
left a note saying he was "very 
tired." 
Rice’s father was once United 
States senator from Arkansas. 
That he had made extensive plans 
for the deed was indicated by si 
nafte found under his body which 
evidently had been held in his l&ft 
hand 
when * he shot himself. 
A 
revolver was under his waist where 
the fingers of the right hand had 
released from their hold as death 
came. 
The note was addressed to an 
undertaking company in care of an 
employe. It is as follows: 
"Dear Sir: 
"In my room at the Hotel Tulsa 
No. 
710 
you 
will 
find 
suitable 
clothes, also a letter to you with 
full instructions. 
"Please ask Lorton and Jones to 
handle the case as gently as is 
consistent. They can get data neces­ 
sary out of ‘Who’s Who,* 
"Thanking you, 
B. F. RICE." 
Lorton and Jones are newspaper 
publishers in Tulsa. 
The undertaker went immediately 
to the hotel and in a suit case 
found an envelope with the words, 
"In the suit case." Inside was a 
letter again to the undertaker, ad­ 
dressed to "Mr. Ketchum" in which 
was a check for $50 drawn In his 
favor by Thomas D. Lyons, supremo 
court commissioner, Oklahoma CKy, 
and endorsed to the hotel. The suit 
case was 
full 
of clothes 
neatly 
packed. The note to the undertaker 
read: 
"Dear Clarence: i 
"I am sorry to go out this way 
but it' seems best. 
’ 
"Will you please bury me in my 
lot in Oaklawn cemetery where my 
father is buried. Keep costs down 
as much as you can and bury me as 
soon as possible. I don’t thing it is 
necessary to send for my wife to 
come. Her address is care of Mrs. 
S. D. Martin, 81 Lakeside Drive, 
St. Joseph, Michigan. 
"Very tired.
